PREFACE 


We  come  before  the  Public  with  the  third  number  of 
the  Portland  Reference  Book.  We  have  spent  much 
time  and  taken  great  pains  to  render  it  correct,  and  believe 
with  the  exception  of  some  easily  detected  typographical 
errors,  the  like  of  which,  between  printers  and  proof 
readers,  will  find  their  way  into  all  books,  that  it  is  correct 
as  a  work  of  the  kind  can  well  be  made. 

In  the  portion  of  the  Book  appropriated  as  a  City 
Directory,  there  may  be  occasionally  a  name  omitted, 
but  not  from  any  want  of  attention  on  our  part.  Careful 
men  have  been  employed  to  canvass  the  several  wards, 
and  we  believe  there  is  not  a  house  in  tlie  city  Avhere 
inquiries  have  not  been  made  as  to  the  residents. 

The  returns  thus  obtained,  have  been  compared  with 
other  lists^  and  such  omissions  as  we  could  detect,  have 
been  correct^sd.  Errors  in  this  respect  generally  rest  with 
the  inquired  o^  and  not  inquirers.  We  have  known  wives 
to  forget  that  they  had  husbands,  sisters  to  foi-get  that 
they  had  brothers,  i&c,  &c,  especially  when  they  supposed 
that  a  tax  bill  or  a  notification  to  do  militaiy  duty  might 
be  in  the  offing  1 

The  statistical  portions  of  the  Book  are  not  in  any  way 
derived  from  previous  numbers,  but  are  entirely  new,  and 
will  be  found  considerably  more  elaborate  than  we  have 
heretofore  made  them.    The  record  of  events  has  been

continued  from  the  last  ntunber,  so  that  in  the  present 
volume  it  completes  a  brief  history  of  owe  city  for  the  six 
years  up  to  Jan.  1,1850,  which,  if  preserved,  will  in  time, 
be  of  much  value,  more  especially  as  it  is  our  intention 
to  continue  it  in  future  numbers,  unless  indeed,  we  find 
the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  this  work,  &c.,  inadequate  to 
pay  its  expenses.  And  here  it  is  not  improper  for  us  to 
say,  that  thus  far  our  compensation  for  our  labor  has  not 
been  equal  to  day-laborers'  wages. 

Our  design,  in  short,  has  been,  to  make  the  Portland 
Reference  Book  a  work  that  will  be  valuable  to  preserve 
for  future  as  well  as  present,  reference.

MORTALITY  OF  PORTLAND. 

The  whole  nnmber  of  deaths,  in  the  city  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1848, 
as  per  return  of  the  Superintendent  of  Burial  Grounds,  was  359.  I 

The  whole  number  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1849,  was  409—227  malei, 
182  females.  Of  these  S  were  over  80  years  of  age,  41  between  60  and  80  ;  53 
between  40  andtJO  ;  73  between  20  and  40  :  49  between  5  and  20  ;  185  under  5  ; 
32  still  born. 

The  whole  number  for  the  year  ending  IMarchSl,  1850,  was  481— 231  males, 
250  females.  Of  these  13  were  over  80  years  of  age  ;  44  between  60  and  SO  ;  50 
between  40  and  60  ;  80  between  20  and  40  ;  71  between  5  and  20  :  223  under  5— 
32  still  born. 

By  referring  to  previous  numbers  of  this  reference  book,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
increase  of  mortality  has  been  much  larger  for  three  years  past  than  can  be  ac- 
counted for  by  the  increase  of  inhabitants.  Previous  to'the  year  ending  March  31, 
1848,  the  average  number  of  deaths  was  about  1  for  every  70  inhabitants  per  annum. 
During  the  last  3years,  supposing  the  minimum  number  of  inhabitants  to  be  19,000, 
the  proportion  will  be  about  1  for  every  45  3-5  ;  and  during  the  last  year,  supposing 
the  number  to  be  20.000,  the  proportion  was  abeut  1  in  41  2-5. 

The  increase  of  mortality  however  has  been  quite  as  great  in  other  places.  In 
Boston  where  the  proportion  of  deaths  was  formerly  I  for  every  41  inhabitants, 
the  number  the  past  year  was  I  in  26.

CUMBERLAND  AND  OXFORD  CANAL. 

This(^anal  extends  fr<im  Portland,  near  the  commencement  of 
Clark  Street,  to  Seba<o  Lake,  a  distance  of  twenty  miles.  It  was 
finished  in  1829,  at  a  cost  of  S2 1 1,000  Seba.;o  is  united  with  Lon? 
Pond,  by  Songo  river  and  Brandy  Pond,  and  a  wiiier  communica- 
tion is  thus  furnished  with  the  interior,  of  more  than  fifty  miles. 
The  r'anal  passes  ilirou^h  the  towns  of  Wi^stbronk,  Gorham, 
Windham  and  Standish  ;  and  durin<  the  boatin?  season,  an  exten- 
sive business  in  lumlier.cord  wood,iS!.c.,  is  done  witli  these  places 
and  the  flourisbinu  towns  bordering  on  the  connectingr  lake  and 
ponds,  above. 

Tlie  scenery  along  the  ('anal,  and  throuijhout  the  whole  extent 
of  this  water  communication,  is  highly  diversified  and  picturesque. 
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PORTLAND  SUGAR  HOUSE. 

Although  this  establishmpnt  is  in  the  possession  and  under  the 
managenient  of  a  single  individual  (Mr.  J.  B.  Brown^it  is  one  of  the 
chict  objects  of  business  interest  in  our  citv,  both  from  the  magni- 
tude oj  the  buildinars  comprised  under  the  name,  and  the  extent 
of  tlie  works  carried  on  within  them. 

The  first  buildin?  was  constructed  in  1845.  It  is  90  feet  in 
lengthby  50in  width,  four  stories  hish.  In  1848  a  second  buildinir 
wasputup,  ot  the  same  dimensions  on  the  ground,  carried  two 
.stones  hiKher.  and  tiie  two  buildings  were  connected  by  a  wing  of 
heuhtand  width  proportionate. 

'i'he  »)usiness  carried  on  heretofore  has  been  solely  the  manu- 
mcture  of  bugars,  from  mnlassesimported  fronj  the  West  Indies. 
J  hese  sugars  are  remarkablv  clean,  and  will  otherwise  compare 
favourbly  with  the  various  styles  of  brown  sugars  in  the  market. 
They  are  of  two  qualities,  A.  and  A  A. 

Recently  machinerv  for  reilrimg  By  steam  has  been  added  to  the 
the  works,  and  Mr.  Brown  is  now  enabled  to  turn  out  superior 
quulities  of  the  finer  grades  of  sugars,  Whites,  Straw  Colored 
and  Yellow,  bixty  hands  are  employed  in  the  establishment,  and 
an  average  of  about  one  hundred  barrels  of  suuars  are  made  clailv. 
.  J  hese  works  are  located  on  and  near  York  Street,  iust  above  its 
junction  with  Danforttr  Street— adjoining  the  harbour,  and  in  their 
rear  H  a  spacious  stone  wharf,  principally  constructed  since  the 
nrst  building  was  put  up,  vviih  sufficient  water  at  a  high  tide  for 
floatini;  the  largest  ol  the  class  of  vessels  engaged  in  the  West  In- 
dia trade. 

The  enterprising  proprietor  imports  the  rav?  material  in  his  own 
vessels,  lands  it  on  his  own  wharf,  and  manufactures  it  and  puts  it 
up  ready  for  sale  in  his  own  establishment— and  a  more  complete 
and  commodious  one  for  the  business  carried  on  could  not  be  ar- 
ranged. 


PORTLAND  STEAM  PACKET  COMPANY. 

This  Company,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of 
Incorporation,  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1844.  'J'heir  ofgect 
was  to  establish  a  communication  between  this  place  and  Boston, 
b^  means  of  steam  propeller  boats,  chiefly  for  carrying  freight. 
'1  heir  capita!  stock,  comprised  in  the  two  pronellors,  the  Commo- 
dore Prelile  and  Gen.  Warren,  the  side  wheel  steamer  John  Mar- 
shall, and  the  pier  known  as  the  Custom  House  Wharf,  cost  little 
over  S80,000,  and  is  held  in   shares  of  $300  each.  .

Search  was 
made  for  hiiu  at  the  lime  in  every  direction,  but  w  ilhoul  avail,  and  the  matter  had 
passel  from  the  memnry  of  all  bu!  the  sorrow ing  parents  ;  when  providential  cir- 
cumstances led  to  his  discoveiy,  as  before  stated.  The  young  man  at  tirst  lefused 
to  have  any  thing  to  do  with  his  father,  the   Indians  having  persuaded  him  that  the 
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recognition  was  all  pretended,  and  that  some  sinister  design  was  meant  upon  him; 
he,  liowerer,  subsequeritly  became  convinced,  and  has  since  forsaken  the  va^atjond 
ways  of  the  Indians,  and  bids  fair  to  be  an  enterprisingand  useful  member  of  society,

30th.  During  the  Soulh«-ly  gale  last  night,  a  new  ho'is;  lielonjing  to  Mr.  Alex- 
ander Barb  >ur,  earner  of  North  and  Congress  Streets,  and  a  small  house  belonging 
of  Mr.  George  Tibbets,  on  Brackelt  Street,  were  blown  down. 

NOVEMBER. 

3d  .\.boul  half  past  8  o'clock,  this  evening,  a  fire  was  discovered  in  the  stable  on 
the  Motlev  estate,  so  called,  which  before  i'  was  extinenished  consumed  the  stable, 
and  ruined  the  two-story  double  house,  owned  by  Rev  George  W  Bourne  on  Brown 
Street,  contiguous.     A  valuable  slud  horse  was  burned  to  death  in  the  stable. 

6th  The  fine  .ship  Caroline  C  Dov^.  was  hunched  this  afternoon,  from  the  ship 
yard  of  Turner  &  Gaboon,  at  Cape  Elizabeth. 

The  fine  new  ship  Scioto,  wns  recently  fitted  with  a  suit  of  sails  of  the  Cotton 
Canvass  manufactured  by  the  Portland  Manufacturing  Company. 

8th  Mr  C  C  Mltch»ll,  for  many  years  a  well  known  trader  in  this  community, 
died  suddenly  of  appoplexy. 

lO'h  A  severs  gale  commenced  in  this  section  on  Thursday  night.  Pth,  and  con- 
tinue 1  up  to  to-dav  noon,  dnrinr  which  the  front  of  a  block  of  brick  buildings  con- 
s'ru::li:ig  by  Mr  Bradbury  Rand,  on  Brown  Street,  and  a  portion  of  a  block  on  Dan- 
forth  Street,  constructing  by  Mr.  H.  B.  Richards,  were  blown  down. 

Dfring  the  sa.n,' gale  the  ship  Hanover,  Capt  Rorers,  vcith  salt,  from  Cadiz 
bound  for  Bath,  ran  ashore  at  the  njouth  of  Kennebec  River  and  went  to  pieces, 
and  all  on  board,  thirteen  in  number,  were  drowned. 

The  schr  B.allimore  of  Harpswell,  while  at  anchor  under  Richmond's  Island, 
parted  her  cables,  and  drove  upon  ths  rocks  at  Front's  Neck,  where  she  rolled  bot- 
torn  upwards,  and  was  much  stove.  Her  crew  escaped  on  board  of  a  boat  to  an- 
other vesse',  which  rode  out  the  gale. 

20th  Last  night  the  store  of  Messrs  Conley  and  Blanchard,  on  Custom  house 
Wharf,  was  broken  into,  and  their  safe  was  ruined  by  attempting  to  burst  it  open 
with  gun  powder.    Nothing  of  consequence  was  taken. 
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Same  ni?ht  the  grocery  store  of  Mr  A  G  Robinson,  at  Back  Cove  was  entered 
and  robbed  of  ^oods  to  the  value  of  ^30,  and  a  valuable  dog,  left  in  the  building, 
was  shot  through  the  head  and  killed. 

24th  The  weather  remarkably  mild  for  the  season — i  bouquet  of  panses,  sweet 
peas,  mullen  pinks,  &c  ,  was  picbe;l  in  the  garden  of  a  c  i'.izea  to-day,  in  perfect 
order. 

26th  A  chief  of  the  Ojibeway  Indians  nsmeJ  Meaungwudans,  and  his  two  sons, 
gave  ail  entertainment  at  the  Temple  Street  Chapel  this  evening,  in  which  they 
gave  dessertations  on  the  manners  and  customs  of  their  tribes. 

27th  An  experimental  trip  of  the  stock  holders,  waa  made  over  the  Androscog-  1 
gin  and  Kennebec  Rail  Road  to  day.  the  cars  leaving  Portland  at  7  o'clock,  and  ar-  1 
riving  at  Waterville  at  about  12.  Eleven  long  cars  composed  the  train  on  its  enter-  ' 
ing  into  Waterville.  The  event  was  celebrated  in  that  place,  by  ringing  the  bells, 
firing  cannon,  &c,  and  a  snmptuons  repast  was  furnished  by  the  citizens  to  the 
stockholders  present,  who  numbered  nearly  two  thousand. 

29th  The  annual  Thanksgiving. 

DECEMBER. 

3d  The  cars  over  the  Androscoggin  and  Kennebec  Rail  Road,  commenced  their 
regular  trips  to-day. 

The  moon,  last  evening,  as  it  rose  behind  Mount  Joy,  threw  a  singular  light  over 
the  humid  atmosphere,  which,  being  mistaken,  for  a  fire,  was  the  occasion  of  a  gen- 
era! turn  out  of  the  Fire  Department  ! 

6th  A  countryman  and  team  loaded  with  flour  and  empty  barrels,  backed  off 
Union  Wharf  to  day  ;  but  the  tiie  being  out,  got  of  with  a  thorough  smearing  of 
dock  mud,  to  himself,  horse  vehicle  and  load. 

7th  This  afternoon,  Mr  Alexander  B  Waite,  fell  into  the  hold  of  the  ship  Caro- 
line C  Dow,  and  was  so  injured  that  he  lived  but  a  few  hours  after.  In  his  demise 
the  community  is  deprived  of  an  excellent  citizen. 

2Ist  The  furniture  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Councilmen,  and 
of  the  officers  coimected  with  the  City  Government,  was  partly  removed  to  day 
from  the  Exchange  to  new  quarters  at  the  State  House  building,  on  Congress  Street 
— where  the  City  Council  will  hereafter  hold  its  sessions. 

22d  During  a  severe  storm  to-day,  the  schr  Cygnet,  with  flour,  for  this  port , 
while  at  anchor  under  Richmond's  Island,  parted  her  cables  and  went  ashore  on  the 
rocks  at  Cape  Elizabeth,  where  she  bilged. 

25th  President  Taylor's  Message  to  Congress,  which  was  delivered  in  Washing- 
ton yesterday  noon,  was  received  here  and  issued  in  extras  to-day,  by  the  Argus 
and  Advertiser,  thirty  hours  after  its  delivery.
